our arrival and he arranged to pick us up the next day to 'tour' the 
area. As arather senior executive for a couple of First Nation 
(Canada's name for their indigenous people) organizations, he was 
able to take the time to show us around; he also knows the area 
VERY well too. It was quite a nice day with visits to many memora- 
ble spots, especially including the Whistler venues for the Skiing 
competition of the Winter sports of the XXI Olympic Winter Games in 
2010 We also were treated to extraordinary views of the mountain- 
ous area as well and notable (local) developments.
